Academy for the islamic Researches. 
Thii Academy will gather members 
from all the Muilim countries to dis- 
cuss-internationallythe islamic rese- 
rches and to revive the fourth source 
of the islamic law which is " lgmaa " 
" The openion of the wise people " 
and this also will help Muslims to 
protect their faith and to spread the 
pure Islam among all people. 

Surely, the new law of Al-Azhar 
university had put the plan to gra- 
duate the learned man who will have 
an experience and effeciency to preach 
Islam and to make his best to exte- 
nd the islamic area and increase its 



followers. But the law only had no 
ability to create good preacher, it is 
verily in need of jealous Azharites 
who love their religion, their language 
and their university. Also, the law is 
not able to undertake the responsibi- 
lity of preaching the Message of Is- 
lam, but it is in need of faithful 
preachers and hard working people. 

Many years ago, the reformers 
called for the reorganisation of 
Al-Azhar university, the Azharites 
themselves revolted lor the same pu- 
rpose. Now, Al-Azhar is taking its 
way towards the reformation which 
is a deposit in every Muslim's heart 
Verily, God will choose for His special 
Mercy whom He wills — For God 
is Lord of grace abounding. 
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Qur'an memorizing ichools into con- 
sideration, and this of course will 
enable those schools to supply the 
Islamic institutes with the students 
who will be the memon'zcrs of the 
Qur'an, Also, it would be impossible 
to satisfy the needs of the society, 
if the new law let the old system of 
education to be carried cut, But, in 
fact, it put the new plan of educat- 
ion in the religions institutes with 
the aim to give the students of 
Al-Azhar equal opportunities with 
their m*tes of the other schools- 
Hence, i':e student of Al-Azhar will 
get the general preparatory certific- 
ate or the technical one beyond his 
religious studies and the other subj- 
ects and languages. He also will get 
tho general certificate — literary or 
scientific — or the technical general 
certificate, whether it is an agricult- 
ural, industrial or commercial one, 
beside his studies of the religious 
subjects and the arable language. 

Getting the general certificate, 
the student of Al-Azhar has the right 
to continue his high studies at Al- 
Azhar faculties, the military college 
or the faculties of the other univers- 
ities according to tiis will, and also 
he has the righ} to try the practical 
life fields to earn his living. The 
new law also docs n:»t neglect the 
faculties of Al-Azhar to continue 
their old program which led the 
■'■' •> to be far away from 



their societies, but it makes it • 
point to graduate the religious peop- 
le who are physicians, philosophers, 
professors of history, mathematics and 
professional men who are ready to 
devote their life for their religion and 
at the same time take part in the 
work to gain their living. 

According to this new law, Al- 
Azhar includes : Faculty of the ara- 
ble studies which maintains the lan- 
guage of the Qur'an and the Tradit- 
ions cf thh Prophet, Faculty of the 
Islamic law which aims at spreading 
the Islamic culture everywhere and 
teaches the students how to underst- 
and the meaning of the glorious 
Qur'an and Hadilh, Faculty of Theo- 
logy which teaches the students 
Monotheism and the Islamic phyloso- 
phy, Faculty of Islamic studies for 
girls which will be inaugurated next 
year, Faculty of dealing and Admini- 
stration which was inaugurated the 
recent year. Beside the faculties of 
medicine, Agriculture, and Fngimec- 
ring and Induslry. 

Indeed, the new law of Al-Az- 
har university is the foundation and 
the plan which will lead Al-Azhar 

in its new era to have the active 
graduates who can react easily with 
their environment and with the other 
Muslim countries. Moreover, the new 
law considered Al-Azhar as an inte- 
rnational university which leads Mu- 
slims to their happiness. Hence, ft 
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end of his studies no job because the 
state did not give him his right and 
the society in which he lived never 
admitted him. 

As a matter of fact, people 
nearly do not know the religion ex- 
cept through the personality of its 
representative who is mostly a re- 
ligious man. But if this only is his 
profession and position in the society 
in which he lives, people may be of 
doubtful hearts or unsure belief. Also, 
if Al-Azhar lasted in currying out it?' 
old system, surely Muslims will 
change Iheir minds towards it. Inde- 
ed, the position of our nation— as a 
lewder of all Muslim countries— is 
not eminated from our progress or 
because what the life was imposed 
upon us, but it was a result of the 
wide fame of Al-Azhar which had a 
place in every Muslim's heart all 
over the world. Therefore, we must 
do our utmost to maintain our posit- 
ion among the Muslim nations. This 
of course, will lead us to fulfill the 
needs of the Muslim society in our 
present time, whether they are poli- 
tical or, social needs and try to satisfy 
them. Because many Muslim nations 
got rid of the imperialists and led 
their way to a better life, we should 
put a new plan for the education — 
especially in Al-Azhar— to satisfy all 
the needs of the Muslim world. 

As a mult of what we have 



mentioned, and as a response for the 
needs of all Muslims everywhere. 
The new law includes a solution for 
every problem, it prepares an expe- 
rienc for every field, it brings up 
preachers and guides to show huma- 
nity the staraight way of its life, leads 
it to the goodness and instill in the 
people's hearts the spirit of Islam 
and the instructions of the Qur'an 
So, the authority of the united Arab 
Repnblic issued the new law re-or- 
anising Al-Azhar university to pro- 
mote it and to last -as it was before - 
the greatest islamic university and 
the oldest one in both East and west. 
| By promulgating the new law, the 
i U. A. R. govermment is aiming at 
making AlAzhar^as it was one 
thousand year ago the strongholder 
of the religion and Arabism. 

It wants Islam to be revived, 
ulamas ( learned men ) to be of a 
strong faith, living for the sake of 
their religion and not by means of 
it, remove the hindrances which stand 
in the way of the graduates of Al- 
Azhar to be equal to their fellows 
of the other universities. 

As a matter of fact, the new 
law cannot realize our aim or satis- 
fies our desire without a radical 
change. So, it started the way of the 
reformation of Al-Azhar from its out- 
set. For example : The law put the 
controlling and the finance of the 
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of education, itg sylepui and it* 
program. All were qaoted from their 
limilars in the Europen countries, Ai 
a matter of fact, the following of 
ihis system led us to be far away 
from the life which we should live. 
It cut the links which joined the 
education to its locality, its herita- 
ge, its history and its religion. Bu* 
naturally, it was very obvious that 
Al-Azhar neglected this renaissance, 
as it lived away of the progressiva 
society. This was because the new 
thoughts were against its nature and 
its characteristics. 

After the first world war, there 
was an educational revival, The 
educational men tried their utmost 
to modify the learning system, but 
their modification was useless and 
they only confused and disconce- 
rted the educational system instead 
of amending and improving it, for 
example : The teaching of the arabic 
language and the religious sciences 
— though our schools took care of 
them — did not satisfy those who 
wish good and progress for the Isla- 
mic religion and the arabic language. 
This was because the policy of 
education was built upon the foreign 
fundamintals which are far away 
from our environment, our heritage, 
our faith and also our history. As a 
result of that, we committed two 
mistakes. The first one was while 
we translated the foreign educational 



system — optionally or obligatory — 
which led us to be far away from 
the life that should be led by us. 

The second was while we adj- 
usted partly the educational system 
be that it was carelessly or imitat- 
ingly. But at that time, Al-Azhar 
was far away from these new thou- 
ghts which were translated to the 
arabic language. 

Also the inactive attitude of Al- 
Azhar towards this new educational 
system, and the progress and the 
evolution of the other educational 
organisation, caused its graduates 
much troubles. Consequently, the 
graduates of Al-Azhar considered as 
only men of religion. As a result of 
that, they used the religion as a 
professoin with which they can earn 
their living. Moreover, they lived in 
a complete loneliness, far way from 
their society, because their culture 
could not meet the requirements of 
the renaissance era especially in both 
fields of work and production. 

Also, the unemployment problem 
increased their feeling of loneliness 
and annoyance because the graduates 
of Al-Azhar mostly suffer from it. 
On the other hand, they conceived 
that the former state of Al-Azhar 
was nearly to undermine the common 
belief about its graduates qualificat- 
ions, as it would be known that the 
man of religion will have at the

Since one thousand years of the 
Iilamic history up to now, Al-Azhar 
is confidently performing its duty 
towards the message of Islam, Inde- 
ed, Al-Azhar is the th« spirit of both 
the Arab and the Muslim life, it is 
also a poiitive factor in their progr- 
ess and development. As a matter of 
fact, the university of Al-Azhar is 
the best instituie which teaches the 
religious education. Hence, it is the 
minaret of Theology since a long 
time, as it is th« protector and the 
guardian of both Islam and Arab- 
ism. Students from all over the 
different nations of the world, 
left their countries and came to 
AI*Azhar to receive the arabic and 
the Islamic sudies and this of course 
will lead to enlarge the arabic 
speakers areas and also enables 
people to nnderstand the holy Qur'an 
beside the other Islamic teachings. 

During this long period, Al- 
Azhar gained many characteristics 
distinguished it from the other edu- 
cational organistions, especially in 



the fields of Faith, language, guidance 
and the leadership. Hence, the name 
of Al-Azhar brightened all over the 
world and consequently, thousands 
of students from all the nations left 
their homelands and came to Al- 
Azhar to increase their knowledges 
about Islam, and then they will be 
able to guide their people when they 
return back t them. So, since more 
than fifty years up to now, Al-Azhar 
is the educational organisation which 
occupies the highest place of the 
human heritage. As a matter of fact, 
the graduates of Al-Azhar are the 
leaders of the society as they are 
the guiders who show people the 
proper way of life. 

But when the age of the reviv- 
al began at the commencement of 
the recent century, the people were 
very eager to irnirate the foreigner's 
acts, because they were deceived bv 
their writings. Hence, they started to 
translate every thing and carry it 
out. Moreover, they translated the 
foreigner's way of life, their system 
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their troubles ts if were the process- 
ion of daylight which removes the 
darkness. 

Ramadan is the month of koran. 
It is diserable for this reason to read 
the koran and to consider its glorious 
meanings. Ibn Abbas told us "The 
messenger of God was so generous, 
but during Ramadan he reaches the 
climax, as soon as he meets Gabriel- 
He was accustomed to see him at 
every night in Ramdan to study the 
koran. Verily the prophet was more 
generous than the free wind ". 

The night of the 27 th. of 
Ramadan is called the night of 
power " we revealed it on the 
night of power Ah ! what will con- 
vey unto thee when the night of 
power is ! The night of power is 
better than a thousand monthes. 
The angels and the spirit descend 
theirin by the permission of their 
Lord, with all decrees. That night is 
peace until the rising of the dawn". 

(Surah the power V. 1-5) 

The prophet shows the majesty 
of the glorious koran in these words 
"One who makes the koran his lea- 
der is led to paradise and one who 
leaves the koran behind him is led 
to fire". 



It is our duty to make the 
koran our motto and walk the chalk 
line of its rules. " Now that come 
unto you light from Allah, and a 
plain scripture, where by Allah guid- 
eth him who seeketh his good plea- 
sure unto paths of peace. He bringeth 
them out of darkness unto a straight 
path. " ( Surah the Table spread Vs. 
15 — 16. ) 

This glorious koran had been 
revealed on a blessed night. This 
night was in Ramadan. Lo ! we 
revealed it on a blessed night — Lo ! 
we are ever warning " ( Surah the 
smoke V. 3. ) 

It is said unto those who ward 
off evil what has your lord revealed ? 
They say Good. For those who do 
good in this world there is a good 
reward and the home of the hereafter 
will be better. Pleasant indeed will 
be the home of those who ward off 
evil, , Gardens of Eden which they 
enter, underneath which rivers flow, 
wherein they have that they will. 
Thus Allah repays those who ward 
off evil. Those whom the angels 
cause to die when they are good 
They says : Peace be unto you 
Enter the garden because of what 
you used te do. " 
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many doctor! summon the sick 
people to abstain themselves from 
food. God lays : " Eat and drink, but 
be not prodigal, Lo ! he loveth not 
the prodigals " I Surah the heights 
V. 31 ]. 

Moreover last strengthens the 
will and teaches people patience and 
endurance, and habituates them to 
be stout towards calamities and 
brave in troubles. It prevents them 
fretn giving full swing to their lusts, 

Not only God orders the mosl- 
ems to banish food but also God 
order them to abandon mischiefs, and 
bad actions. Better to be silent than 
to speak ills. One should restrain ones 
anger and one should not mourn in 
trouble irom start to finish. One 
should not make a vent to one's 
warth during Ramadan. The ups of 
life should not make one vain, and 
the downs of life should not make 
one miserable. 

No wonder Mohamed our prop- 
het says : " If the people knew the 
bounteous advantages of Ramadan 
they would long and look eager to 
be a complete year. " 

Fast is prescribed on those who 
are wise, adult, strong, sound, dwell- 
ing, and capable. 

O believers ! a fast is prescribed 
to you as it was prescribed to those 



before you, that ye may fear God. 
For certain days. But he among you 
who shall be sick or on a journey 
shall fast that same number of other 
days, and as for those who are able 
to keep it and yet break it, the 
expiation of this shall be the main- 
tenance of a poor man, and he who 
of his own accord performs a good 
work shall derive good from it, and 
shall it be for you to fast if ye 
knew it ! 

At first and foremost it is the 
duty of the Moslems to stick to rules 
cf the koran and to obey the orders 
of God. To keep fasting is not the 
sole duty or the sole aim, Mohamed 
says to assure this cause "What a 
number of fastings gain noting from 
their fast except thirst, and hunger". 

Ramadan is the month of char' 
ity. For this reason it is our duty to 
reveal the pains of the wretched, 
and give Alms to the poor. Its quin- 
tessence is to have the same feelings 
of those who are hungry and handle 
a loaf with the skin of the teeth, 
and seem weak as water. Charity 
makes them merry, dries their hot 
tears, and wipes out revenge from 
their broken hearts, instead of pour- 
ing out the vials of their wrath on 
the head of the society. They be- 
come secured fren being criminals 
and law offenders. Mercy reveals 
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In this cave Mohamed wai or- 
dered to read " Read in the name 
of thy Lord who created, created 
man from a clot, Read and thy lord 
is the most bountiful who He taught 
{ the use of ) the pen, who taught 
man that which he knew not" (Surah 
the clot. V. 1-5 ). 

When the rays of Islam appea- 
red on horzion, Ramadan became more 
respectable and honourable. lis name 
was mentioned in the glorious koran. 
It wos the onlv month which bears 
this honour. 

God says : " The month of Ram- 
adan in which was revealed the 
Qur'an a guidance for mankind, and 
clear proofs of the guidance, and the 
Criterion ( of right and wronp ). And 
whosoever of you is present, let him 
fast the month, and v/hosoevcr of 
you is sick or on a journey ( let him 
fast the same ) number of other 
days. Allah desireth far you case. He 
desireth not hardship for you, and 
{ He desireth ) that ye should comp- 
lete the period, and that ye should 
magnify Allah for having guided you, 
and that perad venture ye may be 
thankful" [S. the Cow. V. 185.] 

Fast became a jligious duty, 
for those who are capable to endure 
it, since the second year for Higra 
till today. 



It wm told by Obada Ibn AIs- 
amet that Mohamed laid once at the 
advent of Ramadan " Ramadan has 
arrived the month of blessing through 
which God sends mercy, abolish sins, 
and replies appeals. God observes 
your rivalry and speaks hautily abr.ut 
you to his angels. Lo ! show benefits 
from yourselves, for the miserable, 
and wretched who lacks the mercy 
of God". 

Once more he says : " Fast is a 

secure from fire, one who keeps fast 
with faith and profound believe, God 
forgives his previous guilts. 

It was related by Abu Hurayr* 
that the messenger of God once said 
" All the rewards on good actions of 
the son of Adam are doubled. The 
dole is rewarded with ten equals, till 
it reaches seven hundred matches 
except fast. " God says : M it is for 
me and 1 reward on it. One leaves 
his desires, and feod for my sake- 
There are tow joys for the fasting. 
The former is when One breaks his 
fast. The latter is when he meets 
God. Verily the smell of the mouth 
of the fasting is better to God than 
the breeze purfumed with musk. 

No doubt that fast gives much 
energy, and health to the body. It 
makes the nerves calm, arranges the 
turn of digestion, and puts the stom- 
ach in proper order. For this reason

The anther of the book of 
" Sirah Halabta " says that Heraa 
cave was a place of worship for those 
who seek virtue and consider it the 
only true nobility in which lies their 
own reward. 

The first man who worshipped 
God in Heraa cave was Abd El mot- 
aleb the son of Hashem. It was an 
ordinary course of conduct to make 
for Hera cave in order to worship 
God, to feed the poor, and to give 
alms. 

Warakn Ibn Nowfal and Abi 
Omaya Ibn Elmo followed his foots- 
teps and did the same thing. 

It was also Mohamed's habit to 
follow those Hanifs and to assend to 
Heraa cave with the object to wor- 
ship the compassionate, and the 
merciful Allah, and for alms giving. 
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( B ) As a matter of fact, the 
new system organises the relation 
between Al-Azhar and the Muslims 
from every level and in all localities. 
It helps them to understand Islam, 
its principles, teachings and systems 
of life. Hence tht new law of 
Al-Azhar includes the establishment 
of the Islamic researches Acadimy 
and defines the executive organ to 
what it called "The Missions and 
culture Administration''. The islamic 
researches Acadimy through this sys- 
tem will surely reflect the former 
picture of the (Rowaks) as it gathers 
the researches for only the aim of 
research and also to serve the 
maxims and the principles of Islam 
which organise both individuals and 
communities. 

Undoubtedly, it is the duty of 
its executive organ to produce dif- 
ferent levels of researches to feed 
til minds and thoughts. This will be 
by means of preparing a coming stud- 
ents, sending an Azharite Missions, 
publishing an Islamic book or a 
periodical magazine which explains 
the islamic ideas and to solve the 
human problems. 

X — Through its new system, 



Al'Azhar will be able to have more 
enfluence on all fields, especially in 
the sycles of education and research, 
as will as it will be able to spread 
Islam among all Arab and Muslim 
societies throughly. Meanwhile, the 
graduate of Al-Azhar will be a bro- 
ther and a pioneer of the socie'y 
and never be at all a competitor 
who mostly disputes and contends 
with the others. Moreover, through 
this new system, the graduate of 
Al-Azhar will be qualified to live 
without using the Islamic Message 
as a profession. This was the condit- 
ion of the former Muslims who un- 
derstood Islam fully. They did not 
use the call as a profession hut they 
were of a message and they work 
only for its sake. They also were 
not apart from the society or its 
individuals, but they were its pione- 
ers and leaders. 

This is the goal of the new 
system of Al-Azhar which our hope 
is to realize the welfare and the 
good from it. Also, we pray for 
those who are striving for it and 
those who are carrying it out, to 
have a successful task and the re- 
ward of Almighty God. 
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student to be in relation with his 
citizens and his neighbours. Consequ- 
ently, the student will be able not 
only to understand Islam, but alio to 
know how to gnide people to the 
straight path, which is its task as a 
graduate of Al-Azhar, 

Because the new law of Al- 
Azhar includes the establishment of 
practical and scientific faculties bes- 
ide the arabic and the fslamic ones, 
it does not mean — in the confirm- 
ity with what was in the past — 
that it is maltreating the arabic 
cultural standard, or at least causing 
a harm to its values. But, on the 
contrary, the establishment of these 
faculties is indeed a help to the 
educational and the cultural standard 
This is because it will widen the 
scope of both Islamic and arabic 
standard, as it will also widen the 
scope of thinking and qualify the 
gradute of Al-Azhar to be a good 
guider. 

Surely, the student of the facu- 
lty of medicine, engineering, agricul- 
ture and the faculty of dealings and 
administration will be provide with 
bolh Islamic studies and arabic lang- 
uage, beside the other subjects which 
these faculties are supposed to teach 
such as mathematics, Physics, medic- 
ine and commercial and economical 
knowledges. 



The Azharite student who exp- 
ects to have a year more in the pre- 
peratory stage and other two years 
more in the secondery one, such a 
student will surely be of a unique 
sort among all the students in both 
the united Arab Republic and the 
other Islamic countries. In other 
words, ha will be the required one 
wheather in our dear country or in 
the other Muslim nations. He may be 
also distinguished, because of this 
system of education which Is excep- 
ected to be a methodical educational 
system. 

Indeed it is a mistaken idea of 
the Azharite student to think that 
he will have a temporal burden in 
his schoolastic life more than the 
other student who has a dissimilar 
educational system. This is because 
the different systems of education 
all over the world are not equal or 
similar and also the preperatory and 
the secondery stages are not alike 
or the same as they aie in the 
educational systems of the different 
nations. 

On the other hand, though the 
the previous educational system of 
Al-Azhar was known by the aug- 
mentation of its stages three years 
more, no student of Al-Azhar was 
complaint — at that time — of these 
additional three years. 
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what had happened in the past and 
what is happening in the present. 
They also advise them not to imitate 
what had happened in the past and 
what is happening in the present 
times, but to be of an iteliegence 
and a far sight. OF an intellegence 
to understand Islam and of a far 
sight to notice the rules and the 
deductions in the name of science and 
also to solve the problems which 
will arise because of the civilization 
and the new life. 

3 —In case of the Message of 
Al-Azhar is defind by the Islamic 
understanding and its adaptation to 
the life events and problems, while 
these understanding and adaptation 
are tied to both the foregoing herit- 
age and the following discoveries 
and happenings. 

IF it is so, the new system of 
Al-Azhar which is besed on the law 
No. 103 of the year 19b"l, surely 
will help it to achieve its message. 
Because all the powers are support- 
ing and cooperating to carry out this 
new system, it will be a good and 
a correct one. 

As a matter of fact, the new 
system considers the different educa- 
tional stages from the primary up to 
the high studies. In t'n's system also 
there may be a sort of duality 
between the past and the present 
with regard to all the educational 
stages. It will qualify the student to 



understand and its principles and 
also to have a full understanding of 
the Quranic provisions, prophetical 
sayings, Arabic language and the 
writings of the former Islamic writers. 
Hence, the graduate of Al-Azhar 
will be prepared to be the pioneer 
of the understanding of Islam and 
the way of such understanding too. 

Meanwhile, the new system of 
Al-Azhar made it a point to give 
the student a chance to be of an 
opened eye to have a complete 
knowledge about the recent happen- 
ings, to face the different problems 
of the life and the other directions 
which may be delivered to him by 
means of the broadcasting stations, 
the different publications or by what 
he may be aquainted with, such as 
the scientific researches and the 
laboratories expriments. 

Reciting of the holy Qur'an is 
cared of and will confirmed in the 
new system of Al-Azhar, It also 
takes a care of the Islamic studies 
to be understood easily. This system 
also does not neglect the importance 
of the language's science end litera- 
ture, Muslim history and the social 
arable and Islamic life. 

In addition to all that, physics, 
Mathematics, Geography, human eco- 
nomy, history, Ideological phyloiophy 
and the way of research have bt't.i 
added to the sylepus, to help th<^ 
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According to the previous Mus- 
lim cultural and intellectual heritage, 
copious studies for it should be there 
and also its way of searching should 
be estimated. Also, the Muslims way 
of thinking and their themes, should 
be investigated under the Islamic 
view and in sycle of the events 
which took place in the Muslims life 
through their past times. The rules 
and the deduction of the recent 
science and the human civilization 
problems also should be considered. 

So, it is too important for any 
one who likes to have a full under- 
standing of Islam, and to carry out 
its principles confidently to live with 
consideration of both the present 
and the past. In other words, not to 
stop at the past or leav t to stay 
at the present alone. 

I— The Muslims previous cultu- 
ral and intellectual heritage was 
different in its sides and level; such 
as the schools of Jurisprudence in 
the way of treatment and duties of 
the worship, the schools of Mono- 
theism (Tawhid) concerning the sou- 
rce of Islam religion, the knowledges 
of the mathematicians about Ihe 
mathematics, the openions of the 
Muslim thinkers about the analysis 
of the nature and its elements, the 
trials and experiments of discovering 
the material and the immaterial 
human nature, the ways of research 



and thinking and the other language 
and Hierary knowledges which serve 
the interpretation of the glorious 
Qur'an and the explanation of its 
teachings as a holy book revealed 
into a manifest arabic language. 

As a matter of fact, the Muslim 
present is the time when the science 
can be proved by means of the 
results of the researches and experi- 
ments. As well as it is the time of 
machine which is nearly enslaving 
man by its development. The devel- 
opment of the machine surely has 
its effect not only on the human 
logic, but also on his conduct and 

manner.

Meanwhile, it is the Present 
which is full of numerous conflicting 
orientations and different means of 
announcement which try to disteng-

AL-AZHAR THROUCH THE NEW SYSTEM

1 — In order to have a difinite 
judgement for the new system of 
Al-Azhar university which has been 
completely orgaaised by both the law 
No. 103 of the year 1961, and iti 
executive regulation which had been 
utilized since November the 4th 1691. 
you should be firstly aquainted 
with the main aims of Al-Azhar 
Message. 

Actually, the Message of Al- 
Azhar university - from its history 
and from the stages of that history 
which they had passed over — is an 
act for getting a full understanding 
of Islam, its principles and inst- 
ructions, then a conveyance of 
this pure understanding to the other 
different Muslim standards. This 
understanding and that conveyance 
are merely the suitability between 
the Islamic instructions and the life 
which Muslims used to live in the 
different generations. This actually 
assures that there is no separation 
or at least an aversion between 
Islam and Muslim life. As a result of 



that, Islam will also keep the 
Muslim's belief away from hisitation, 
shaking or trembling. 

The understanding of Islam and 
its teachings in addition to its suita- 
bility to the Muslim life, the more 
Ihe time which Muslims live in, is far 
away from that time of the Qur'an 
and the sayings of the prophet 
Mohammad ( sunnah ), the more the 
sycle of the cultural and the intellec- 
tual heritage revision to become 
wider. This is the heritage which 
Muslims — wheather thay are Arabs 
or non-Arabs — formed it since they 
began to have an Islamic culture. 

Also, the more the sides of the 
life of the temporary man is numer- 
ous by means of the development of 
science which led to the increasing 
of the problems of the new modern 
life, the more the need of understan- 
ding Islam, its instructions and >'- 
suitability to both >!•>■» life of scu'i ■ 
and the modern civilr r,nmi 
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The readiness for war is a 
mean of peace : 



Islam orders Muslims to be 
ready-at any time-to face their en- 
emies and to fight against them if 
they aggress Muslims. In this con' 
nection holy Qur'an says ; " Against 
them make ready your strength to 
the utmost of your power, including 
steeds of war to strike terror into 
( the hearts of ) the enemies of God 
and your enemies, and others be- 
sides, whom you may not know, but 
whom God doth know." 

[ S. the spoils of war, V. 60. ] 

This verse states that the read- 
iness for war is a way to prevent 
aggression and also to spread peace 
among all preople. Moreover, Qur'an 
teaches Muslims how to solve the 
human problems and how to deal 
with those who quarrel with each 
other, wheather they are individuals 
or societies. He says : u If two parts 
among the believers fall into a qua- 
rrel, make you peace between them : 
But if one of them transgresses 
beyond bounds against the one that 
transgresses until it complies with 
the command of God : But if it com- 
plies, then make peace between them 
with justice, and be fair : For God 
loves those who are fair ( and just ). 
The believers are but a single brother- 
hood : So make peace and reconcile 
•tion between your two (contending) 



brothers; and fear God that Ye may 
recive marcy." 

[S. the inner Apart ment, V.9-10.] 

This is the way of God and 
that is his guidance. He revealed 
Qur'an to show peoPle the correct 
way of life and to teach them how 
to treat each other, how to deal with 
themselves and their Lord and how 
to solve their problems without any 
aggressions. Indeed, Qur'an guides 
people to maintain peace and also 
to spread equality and security 
among all mankind to spend their 
life smoothly.

If what we mentioned art the 
instructions ol the Qur'an, the tea- 
chings of Islam and the orders of 
our Lord, is not it the duty of the 
human beings to follow these tea- 
chings ? and to carry out these 
orders and instructions ? Is not it 
their duty to make their utmost to 
replace fear and confusion with 
security and peac? to replace enmity 
among themselves with the mutual 
understanding and co-operation ? 

Our Lord ! We confidently pray 
yoa in the name oi peace which is 
one of your names ( attributes ), to 
guide your bondmen to the right 
path and to fill their hearts with 
love of peace. 
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The Qur'an also calls the follo- 
wers of all God's Messengers to love 
each other, to cooperate and live in 
peace and brotherhood, He says. 
" The jews say " The christians have 
naught {to stand) upon"; And the 
christians say " The jews have nau- 
ght ( to stand ) upon ", Yet they 
(profess to) study the (same) Book 
like unto their word is what those 
say who know not, but God wiH 
judge between them in their quarrel 
on the day of judgement ". 

(S. the cow, V. 113). 

Peace and the non — Muslims : 



Islam calls to peace, it does not 
consider the followers of the religio- 
ns as enemies, but — on the contra- 
ry — it orders Muslims to treat then 
kindly unless they transgress or ma- 
ltreat them. In this respect Holy 
Qur'an says : " God forbids you not, 
with regard to those who fight you 
not for ( your ) faith, nor drive you 
out of your homes, from dealing kin- 
dly and justily with them : For God 
loveth those who are just ". 

( S. The woman to be examined, 
V. 8). 

Indeed, peace can be considered 
as a rule in the islamic teachings 
concerning the behaviour of Muslims 
towards those who refuse to believe 
in the message of the prophet Moha- 



mad " peace may be upon him ' , 
This is because Islam orders Muslims 
to give the unbelievers the freedom 
to follow their chosen religions and 
not to oppose them in their religious 
duties or to usurp their properties. 
It orders them also to part with them 
the general rights and duties equally. 
Moreover, Islam obliges Muslims to 
offer help to the non-Muslims at the 
disasters, to co-operate with them 
and it also does not prevent them 
to marry the non-Muslim girls. Islam 
allows Muslims to fight against the 
unbelievrs, if they aggressed them 
or tried to usurp their money. This 
is because fighting at that case will 
not be more than a defence for ones 
self or properties, and this of course 
is for the realization of peace, as it 
is for the realization of just, In this 
connection holy Qur'an says : " How 
can their be a league, befor God 
and his Apostle with the pagans 
except those with whom ye made a 
treaty near the sacred Mosque ? As 
long as these stand true to you- 
stand you irue to them : For God 
doth love the righteous ", 

( S. The Repentance, V. 7 ). 

" But if the entmy incline tow- 
ards peace, do thou ( also ) incline 
towards peace and trust in God : 
For He is the one that Hearelh and 
knoweth ( all things. ). 

[ S. The spon> ..i :.vr. * 
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salulation to Abraham ! ". " Peace 
and salutation to Moses and Haaron I s 
" Glory to thy Lord, the Lord of 
honour and power ! ( He is free ) 
from what they ascribe ( To Him ) 
And peace on the Apostles !. And 
praise to God, the Lord and cherisher 
of the worlds " 

Moreover, God called himself 
" Al-sslam " "peace'' and also called 
the Paradise by the same name holy 
Quran says : " God is He, than 
whom, there is no other God; the 
sovereign, the holy one, the source 
of peace ( and perfection ), the gua- 
rdian of faith, the preserver of safety 
the exalted in might, the irresistible, 
the suprem : Glory to God ! ( High 
is He ) above the parteners they 
attribute to Him. " ( S. the Gathering, 
V. 23. ) 

" For them will be a Home of 
peace in the presence of their Lord* 
He will be their friend, because they 
practised ( Righteousness. ) " [ S. the 
Cattle, V. 127. ] 

"But God doth call to the Home 
of peace : He doth guide whom He 
pleaseth to a way that, is straight. " 

[ S. Younus, V. 25. ] 

As a matter of fact, the Almig- 
hty God mentioned " peace " in the 
holy Qur'an through many verse* to 
be cultivated in the Muslim's hearts. 



He also calls his Paradise " Daru 
Assalam" which means ; " The home 

of peace ". And calls Himself : 
" Assalam " * peace " to show his 
bondmen the way which He likes 
them to follow during their life time. 
So, it is the duty of ail humanity in 
general and the Muslims in private, to 
do their utmost for the sake of 
realizing peace and to spread it 
among all mankind. 

The enemies of peace : 

The enemies of peace are those 
who let G;>d's guidance aside, and 
also those who refuse to carry out 
the Islamic teachings. They claim 
that they are believers, but indeed 
they only are Tying to deceive the 
others by such lies and they are also 
far away from the guidance of God- 
Verily God calls people to spread 
peace among all mankind, in this 
respect holy Qur'an says : 

" Say : O people of the book ! 
come to common terms as between 
us and you : That we worship none 
but God ; Thai we associate no pa- 
rteners with Him, that we erect not, 
from among ourselves, Lords and 
patrons other than God ". IF then 
they turn back, Say " Bear witness 
that we^^^'ast) are Muslims ( bo- 
w" *^uod's w ) ". 

(S. The family of Imran, V. 64). 
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other ( not thai ye may despite each 
other ). Verily the most honoured of 
yon in the sight of God is ( he who 
is ) the most righteous of you. And 
God has full knowledge and is well 
acquiinted ( with all things ). " 

(S. The Rooms, V. 13). 

Following the Islamic general 
principle, holy Qur'sn colled people 
also to be of a good conduct and to 
treat each other kindly, it says : "Nor 
can goodness and evil be equal. 
Repel ( evil ) with what is better : 
Then will he between whom and 
thee was hatred become as it weer 
thy friend and intimate. ". 

( S. Fussilat, V. 34. ). 

" Hold to forgiveness : command 
what is right; but turn away from 
the ignorant. If a suggestion from 
Satan Assail thy ( mind ), seek 
refuge with God; for He heareth and 
knoweth ( ail things ). " (S. the 
Heights, V. 199 — 200.) " And the 
servants of ( God ) Most gracious are 
those who waik on the earth in 
humility, and when the ignorant 
adress them, they say, " peace. " 
( S. Criterion, V. 63. ). 

The position of peace in Islam: 

Indeed, peace is the greeting 
of Islam, when any Muslim meets 
enother, he greets him by "Al-sslam" 



which means " peace ", holy Quran 
says : " Those who believe, and 
work righteousness, their Lord will 
guide them because of their faith, 
beneath them will flow rivers in 
gardens of bliss. ( This will be) their 
cry therein : Glory to Thee, O God 
and peace will be their greeting the- 
irin and the close of their cry will 
be " praise be to God, the cherisher 
and the sustainer of the worlds. " 
( S. Younus, V. 9, 10. ) 

" But if ye enter houses, salute 
each other a greeting of blessing 
and purity as from God ". 

( S. The Light, V. 61 ). 

" ye who believe ! enter not 
houses other than your own, until 
ye have asked permission and saluted 
thoie in them : That is best for you 
in order that ye may heed ( what is 
seemly ) ". ( S. The Light, V. 27 ). 

Peace is the greeting of Muslims 
to their holy Prophet Mohamad 
" peace may be upon him " and also 
it is the greeting < all Messengers 
holy Quran says : 

"God and His Angels send bless- 
ings on the Prophet : ye that 
believe ! send ye blessings on him 
and salute him with all respect. " 
( S. The Angels, V. 56. ). 

" Peace and salutation to Noah 
among the nations ". " Peace and 
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said " wilt thou place therein one 
who will make mischief therein and 
shed blood ? whilst we do celebrate 
thy praiies and glorify thy hoi? 
( name ) ? " He said " I know what 
ye know not ". (S. The cow, V. 30 )• 

T he principles of peace in the 
Qur'an^ 

It is very easy for the faithful 
observers to know that Islam ackno- 
wledges that all human beings are 
the sons of one man and one woman, 
as they are also the bondmen of one 
Lord, This, of course, leads them 
to treat each other kindly, to spend 
their life in co-operation, unity and 
brotherhood. 

Devine c alls for Unity : 

In the following Qur'anic vers- 
es, God calls people as the sons of 
Adam, He says : " O ye children of 
Adam 1 We have bestowed raiment 
upon you to covar your shame, as 
well as to be an adornment to you, 
but the raiment of righteousness, 
that is the best. " 

( S. The Heights, V. 26. ) 

" O ye children of Adam 1 let 
ftot Satan seduce you, in the same 
manner as he got your parents out 
of the garden, stripping them of their 
rainraent to expose their shame. " 

( S. The Heights, V. 27. ) 



" children of Adam ! Wear 
your beautiful apparel at every time 
and place of prayer : Eat and drink : 
But wast not by excess, for God 
loveth not the wasters. "
